received here.

Joseph LeBrix, Marcel Doret and Relic

hoping to reach Tokyo, a distance of 
more than 6,000 miles, in an effort to 
set a new long distance non stop r e c ­ 
ord. 
Neither Codos nor Robida was in­ 
jured in the forced landing, the re­ 
ports said. 


LE BOURGET, France, Sept. ll. 
A 
long-distance 
non-stop 
airplane 
race, the first of its kind in history, 
got under way today with the almost 
Simultaneous departure of two teams 
of noted French fliers for Tokyo. 
The first away were Marcel Doret, 
Joseph Lebrix and Rene Mesmin in 
the monoplane "Hyphen II.” 
Eight 
minutes later Jacques codos and Ser­ 
geant Robida took off in the ‘ Ques­ 
tion Mark,” the veteran machine in 
which Captain Dieudonne Coste flew 
from Paris to New York last year. 
Both teams of (liers hoped to beat 
the non stop straight line flight rec­ 
ord now held by Russell Boardman 
and John Polando, the American air­ 
men who flew from New York to Is­ 
tanbul, Turkey, covering over 5,000 
miles without a stop. 
They chose Tokyo as their destina­ 
tion. intending to fly as far as their 
planes would ta rry them. 
In view of a scant handful of per­ 
sons who gathered at tilt' air field in 
(tie early hours of the morning, Doret 
and Lebrix shot away from LeBour- 
get at 6.OS a. in, (1.08 a. in., Eastern 
Daylight Saving Time.) At 6.10 a. in. 
(1.16 a. rn., E. I). T i, Codos and Rob­ 
ida opened their throttle and sped 
down the long runway atter 
their 
rivals. 
The fliers had been preparing for 
their attempted record-breaking jour­ 
neys ever since the Boardman-Calan­ 
do flight, which bettered the record of 
4,912 miles previously established by 
Captain Coste and Maurice Bellonte, 
his navigator, in a jump from Paris 
to Manchuria.

and 
Bellonte 
used the “Question 
Mark” in their 
record flight as well as on the trans- 
Atlantic crossing. 
A few months ago, Doret and Lebrix 
left Le Bourget on a similar venture, 
but were caught in a storm over Si­ 
beria and narrowly escaped with their 
lives in a forced descent. Their plane 
was badly damaged hut on returning 
to Paris they obtained sufficient finan­ 
cial backing to have another identical 
machine built which they christened 
“Hyphen ll.”
